Insurance 
through National Sheriff’s Association is $17.00 per man 
for injury sustained during riot, or injury to people present. 
Approximate cost for 36 men equipped $2500.00. Commis- 
sioner Brown and Smart spoke in favor.

In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Carroll County 
submit their annual report, together with the report of the 
Superintendent of the County Farm, and of the various 
other County Officers. 


Once more, Carroll County emerged free from debt a3 
of December 31, 1965 with no outstanding notes and a cash 
balance larger than the previous year. 


During the past year, continuing improvements were 
mace at both the County Home and the Court House, all in 
the nature of maintainance. The past year also saw the 
opening of a new State of New Hampshire Probation 
Department office on the second floor of the Court House. 
It is planned during the coming year to make svace ava l- 
able in the Court House for an office for the County Attor- 
ney, and to enlarge the Sheriff’s office within existing 
space, aS more room is needed for expanding files etc. Both 
of these will be done without any capital expenditures. 


The County Home has been maintained in top shape, 
with it’s revenues holding up to slightly in excess of last 
year. 


Application has been made to the Federal Government 
for a grant to assist in building a new County Infirmary 
if authorized by the County Delegation. An appropriation 
has been made for Architect’s fee and plans are procee7ing 
toward providing Carroll County with a modern infirmary 
to cope with the expected influx of patients after the incep- 
tion of the new Medicare program. 


Over-all, Carroll County stayed well within it’s budget 
for the year 1965.

I hereby submit the following report covering the 
work of the County Attorney for Carroll County, State of 
New Hampshire from January 1, 1965 to December 31, 
1965. 


The County Attorney appeared in the Supreme Court 
of New Hampshire for the County in the case of Memorial 
Hospital vs. Carroll County and the Town of Ossipee. A 
brief was filed and oral argument given which resulted in a 
recovery of funds for the County on a welfare case. 


The Grand Jury met twice in May and September, 
1965, with the May Session having the greater presenta- 
tion of cases by the County Attorney. In the Superior 
Court the County Attorney appeared in a number of cases 
involving Criminal Trials, Arguments on Petitions, Appeals 
from Municipal Courts, Arraignments and sentencing. 
There were a number of appearances as Attorney for out 
of state petitioners in Uniform Reciprocal Enforcements 
of Support Act cases and also a number of Petitions were 
initiated by this office for Carroll County residents who 
were seeking support from persons in other states. 


There also were a number of appearances by the 
County Attorney in the three District Courts within the 
County assisting the various Law Enforcement Officers 
as well as being present to represent the State on Probable 
Cause Hearings where the persons charged were to be held 
for the Grand Jury. 


I would like to express my appreciation and commenda- 
tion for the work of the various Law Enforcement Officials 
within the County for their hard work during the year as 
the pressure of criminal activity within the county mounted.
